2. Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The prior art of record, i.e., U.S. Patent No. 5,572,442 to Schulhof, U.S. Patent No. 
5,956,716 to Kenner et al. and U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 2002/0087688 by 
Kamentsky et al, taken singly or in combination, fail to teach or suggest a method for 
transmitting requested content items in a broadband transmission system comprising at least the 
following steps, when these steps are taken in combination with the remaining steps of the 
method recited in the independent claims: 

grouping content items with a request count greater than or equal to a second 
predetermined access count into a transmit group; 

determining a group retransmit rate for said transmit group, said transmit group 
with a higher request count receiving a higher associated group retransmit rate than a 
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transmit group with a lower request count, the group retransmit rate indicating how often 
said transmit group should be retransmitted; and 

repeatedly broadcasting the transmit group at said group retransmit rate.
